UTS Olympic. formerly known as Sydney 
Olympic, are one of South Melbourne's long- 
time rivals. 

Every time they venture south to like on the 
Lakers, a big crowd is guaranteed, as is a game 
of the highest quality.

IVAN ZELIC: Olympic’s young defender, 
Ivan Zelic, will always be known as the 
younger brother of Ned, arguably 
Australia’s most celebrated export. 


But Ivan is doing enough to make a name 
for himself and early indications are that he 
may be just as good as his big brother. 

Ivan missed the start of the season because 
of Young Soecceroo commitments, but his 
return was welcomed by Olympic coach, 
David Ratcliffe. 

He is one of Olympic’s many talented 
young players, and like teammates Raphael 
Bove, Brett Emerton and Carlos Gonzalez, 
is destined to be trying his luck abroad.
